me to forward it to you, and if I receive any more of the same 
type I certainly will send it on to you* 

If you should wonder why I was singled out for this 
literature, I might explain to you that for the past several 
years I have been defending the Herricks School District in New 
Hyde Park in a case known as Bngel v* Vitale which was argued 
before the United States Supreme Court on April 3> 1962* The 
issue involved is the propriety of* my client, the Board of Educa- 
tion, having adopted a resolution providing, for the voluntary 
recitation at the opening of the school day of a non-sectarian 
prayer composed by the New York State Board of Regents* The 
position of the School District is not "pro" any one religion 
but merely to carry out the national tradition of a non-sectarian 
prayer each day* 

For reasons best known to themselves, people have ob-

On May 21 and May 29, 1962, a source, who is in 
a position to furnish reliable information, furnished the 
following information: 

The American National Party continues to maintain the 
mailing address of Post Office Box 191, Gracie Station, 
New York 28, New York, but has not leased the premises at 
97-15 190th Street, Hollis, Queens, New York, for over one 
month. The latter address consisted of a very small building 
utilized by the American National Party for the purpose of 
storing supplies. Captioned organization is currently 
attempting to locate a headquarters in the "Italian Harlem 
Section" of New York City but as yet has been unsuccessful ♦' 

The activities of the American National Party have 
consisted of demonstrations and picketings at communist 
rallies which are advertised in advance in such publications 
as "The Worker" and the "National Guardian". 

"The Worker" is an East Coast communist 
newspaper. 

A characterization of the "National 
Guardian" appears in the appendix section 
of this memorandum. 

Captioned organization recently received unexpected 
publicity when it was linked with the OAS, the French Secret 
Army in Algeria. This resulted from sending a circular 
printed by captioned organization to the OAS in Algeria. 
Apparently the envelope containing the circular, supporting 
the OAS', was seen by an OAS sympathizer who was employed in 
the post office in Algeria. This individual saw 'that the

Formerly Referred To As The 
Muslim Cult of Islam, Also Known 
As Muhammad's Templ es of Islam 



In January, 1957, a source advised ELUAH MUHAMMAD 
has described his organization on a nationwide basis as the 
"Nation of Islam" and 'Muhammad's Temples of Islam. ,f 

On May 2, 1962, a second source advised: ELUAH 
MUHAMMAD is the national leader of the Nation of Islam (NOI). 
MUHAMMAD'S Temple of Islam Number 2, 5335 South Greenwood 
Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, is the national headquarters of 
the NOI, In mid-1960, MUHAMMAD and other NOI officials, 
when referring to MUHAMMAD* s organization on a nationwide 
basis, commenced using either "Mosque" or "Temple" when 
mentioning one of "Muhammad's Temples of Islam". 

The NOI is an all-Negro organization which was 
originally organized in 1930 in Detroit, Michigan* MUHAMMAD 
claims to have been selected by Allah, the Supreme Being, to 
lead the so-called Negro race out of slavery in the wilderness 
of North America by establishing an independent black nation 
in the United States* Members following MUHAMMAD'S teaching 
and his interpretation of the "Koran" believe there is no 
such thing as a Negro; that the so-called* Negroes are slaves 
of the white race, referred to as "white devils," in the 
United States; and that the white race, because of its 
exploitation of the so-called Negroes, must and will be 
destroyed in the approaching 55 War of Armageddon," 

In the past, officials and members of the NOI, 
including MUHAMMAD, have refused to register under the 
provisions of the Selective Service Acts and have declared 
that members owe no allegiance to the United States* 
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On May 5, 1958, the first source advised MUHAMMAD 
bad, upon advice of legal counsel, tempered his personal 
statements and instructions to his ministers concerning the 
principles of his organization in order to avoid possible 
prosecution by the United States Government; however, he did 
not indicate any fundamental changes in the teachings of his 
organization. 

On May 2, 1962, a third source advised MUHAMMAD had, 
early in July, 1958, decided to de-emphasize the religious 
aspects of the teachings of Islam and to stress the economic 
benefits to be derived by those Negroes who joined the NOI.

The Virginia. State Legislation revoked ANP's Virginia 
State Corporation Charter. In this regard, the Richmond Times- 
Dispatch, a daily newspaper in Richmond, Virginia, carried an 
article in the July 12, 1962 Issue "The charter of the ANP was 
revoked' automatically by law and no other formal revocation is 
necessary, the State Corporation Commission reported yesterday. 

"The revocation was effective June 29, 1962, under 
legislation enacted by the General Assembly last Winter. That 
was all there was to it, said Ralph T. Catterall, a member of the 
Commission. 

"Catterall said the Arlington based group had applied 
for an amendment to change its name to ANP, Inc., but a technical 
error in the application had caused it to be rejected. 

"Lincoln Rockwell, President of the Nazi group, said 
earlier his organization would 'fight to the death 1 to obtain a 
3tate charter. 

"Rockwell filed suit in Arlington Circuit Court late this 
month, seeking to prevent the State from revoking the charter. The 
petition, however, was not given an immediate hearing. 

"Rockwell said when he is notified the charter has in 
fact been revoked, he will file for a charter under another name".

ROCKWELL is shipping his books overseas, particularly 
a lot of it is being mailed to Germany. 

ROCKWELL has sent a considerable amount of small booklet 
about 2£" by 3£" which are made out of rice paper 
and can be destroyed easily in the event it is necessary. 
He advised that the ANP is using propaganda to appeal to the 
former Nazis in Germany and the booklets are printed' in German. 
Also ANP has printed small stickers containing swastikas^and 
has mailed approximately 60,000 to Germany. He noted that ANP 
is mailing these stickers in small envelopes through mail 
drops, and they have been mailed from various points in the 
United States. 

Concerning finances, he advised that he learned little,, 
but he was aware that ANP has to raise $300 in the next few 
months or they would lose their headquarters owned by 
FLOYD FLEMING. FLEMING has stated that $300 is needed for 
taxes and insurance. FLEMING was not observed at the head- 
quarters during June 23-24, 1962.

APPEARANCE. IN ADDITION APPROXIMATELY FIFTY PERSONS OF JEWISH 
NATIONALITY .PICKETED WITH SIGNS PROTESTING SUBJECT-S APPEARANCE AND 
REMINDED PERSONS OF NAZI PERSECUTION OF JEWS UNDER HITLER. A NUMBER OF 
PERSONS MADE IMPROMPTU SPEACHES URGING THE CROWD TO DEMONSTRATE 
PEACEFULLY BUT NOT TO TRY TO STOP SUBJECT FROM SPEAKING. MOST OF
